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To the READER. 


j;COme are of opinion, that .dreams, which arife of 
natural and carnal affe&ion, are likewife fo to 
|jbe interpreted ; as an ufurer to dream of gold, or any 
fjothercarnal men, when they dream of fuch things as 
'ftheir natures are prone and fubjeft unto. But our 
Author, Ant'mndorus , doth not agree with them in 
their opinion j but faith, dreams of any importance, 

■ ,or which come of God, are far different, from their 
■effe<3, and the expeiienceof them: and contrawife, 
jibe affirmeth that thofe dreams, which are fhapeo to 
'liour affedlions and thoughts, are, tofpeak ingenioufly 
| as much as nothing, and we mull take no heed of 
'i^them. And furely I am confident, that an ordinary 
i ^whore-mafter, an avaritious extortioner, an envious 
flferfon, or an ambitious man, a flatterer, or diflem- 
;pler, or a common or notorious drunkard do not. 
\ commonTy'fee any good dreams, or any dream that 
; tendeth to the honour or profit either of himfelf, his 
^friends, or of the common wealth. But it often - 
' times cometh to pafs, that an honeft, pure, chafte, 
and vertuo.us man (becaufe he is exempt from human 
fraility) I think may and fliall often fee, and inter- 
j jpret dreams and vifions, to the fafety, honour, and 
‘ jprofit of himfelf, his friends and commonwealth ; for- 
' afmuch as his fpirit is lefs apt to be bound, tied, and 
-/oiled with the fellowfhip of thebcdy. In the Holy 
[Scripture , we have experience both in the Old and 
[New Tie/lament ;.JoJeph the fon of Jacob and Jofepb 
Ithe husband of the Virgin Mary , St. Peter in the fe- 
ficond of the Adis, repeatetb the prophecy of Joel j ■ 
(whereby he fhewetb, that it was no new thing if God 
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fent vifions and dreams. There are other place 
the Holy Scriptures which I fhall forbear here to ini 
fulScient to prove the antiquity of them. 

Touching hiftories, you may fee much of the i 
and experience of dreams : VhgiPs mother, when 
was with child of him, dreamed that if he faw a bra 
of laurel growing, and fhe brought forth a poet, 
whom was given a laurel crown. Alfo Hecu 
queen of Trey, when fhe was with child of Pa-, 
dreamed that file fhould bring foi.h a firebrand, tl 
fhould at once confume the whole country, and 
terwaras it proved true : for the faid Paris , of win 
file was deliver’d, was the caufe of the ruin, burni 
and deflrudfion of Troy ; which was interpreted 
his After CaJJandra, to whom they gave no credi 
whereupon the mifebief feized not only upon t 
.king and queen, father and mother to the faid Par 
but alfo upon the whole kingdom, whofe miferal 
deftrudftion is recorded to this day. Sacrates dream 
that he faw a little Swan in his lap, whofe feathers gre 
and prefently fpreading its wings, and flying on higl 
fang a fweet and harmonious fong; and the day 10 
lowing, Plato came to him to be his fcholar, who t; 
his eloquence fang fweetly. King AJlyage , dreame 
when his daughter was with child, that there fhoui 
arife from the nature of a vine growing fo faff, tli: 
the boughs thereof fhould over fhade the regions t 
his dominions, which afterwards fell out accordingly 
for fhe bare Cyrus the great, king of Perfia , who w: 
mailer and lord of all thofe countries. I might befid' 
alledge Philip of Macalon father to Alexander the phi! 
lofbphcr expounded, and according to which ex-poll:I 
don it fell out. Alfo, Cicero , Hannibal., Ca-phurnit 1 
and many others, which had dreams and vifions b < 
' night 
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feri'iight, whofe effetfts came to pafs, as great and divers 
hiftories do verify. But for brevities fake, I fhall 
iftiforbear to inftance any more particulars, left I fbould 
fioftend my reader, with prefuming too much upon Jiis 
impatience. Lefs I fhould have faid, but was loath to 
, (leave the curious unfatisfied. 

ibi And to conclude, it feemeth to me great arrogancy 
rl : in any man, to fay all vifions and dreams are vain and 
haof none effetft ; which hath already been proved falle, 
ah 1 /' many hiftories. both divine, and human .• and, I 
loithink, it were to difpute again ft God, and wrong to 
indie foul of man, which is, indeed, the mirrour of 
bHeavenly things, in making it always'in all things un- 
it'profitable, a vagabond, vain, and idle, feeing that 
tlwhen the body refteth the foul feemeth rnoft to reign 
■•/.and rule in her force and virtue, and in her fpiritual, 
b apprehenfible, and intelleiftual nobility. Wherefore 
icl will agree in opinion with Socrates, who faith, thac 
if id an, whether he live or die, is in the hand of God, 
Kvho taketh 2.11 his affairs in his hand, and in care dif- 
j'pofeth them at his pleafure, and forewarns him Ly 
iimany fecretand hidden ways, as it pleafeth him. 

:• Reader, I intreat thee to take notice that the three 
Salt books were written long after the two firft ; as ap- 
.pearcth. He feeing that in the two former there 
wanted fome things which the diligent and curious 
reader might defire, collected and gathered together 
the things contained in his three laft books which he 
would not add to the two former for the reafon which 
he giveth in the end of the fccond ; nor yet: would 
publifti them by them (elves, but rather gives them the 
£ hle, becuufe they fo depend upon the two former, 
that in home fpccchcs they may feem to be repeated a- 
A 3 gain : 
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gain : but if he repeat any thing, it is either for am' 
plification or diverfity of expofition. 

I doubt not but fome men, at the firft fight, when 
they read this book, wilHhink it a vain and frivolous 
thing ; for I, before i had confidered the book, 
thought as much : but after that 6y long time and con¬ 
tinuance, I had compared thefe things with experience, 
as weli in my felf as others, I could not but reverence 
and admire both the works and the author. And I 
am of opinion, that there is no judicious reader, but 
will yield unto this truth, and therefore I fhall forbear; 
to bring any further proofs, but commit thee to the 1 
perufal of that which followeth : And reft,

e y %' time and place of the birth of Arti- 

;e 1 I medorus, is as . uncertain as his memory 

I I jL is famous, The authors who have made 

jt j mention of him, do differ as much in the 

ar illation of the former, as they do all agree in the ho¬ 
le hour of the latter. 

We (hall find that feveral countries and cities, as 
was fometimes for the nativity of Homer, did en¬ 
deavour to add unto their glories, by a noble claim 
they made to have an jntereft in him, by flattering 
^fjofterity and themfelves, that he received his origi¬ 
nal from them. 

Perganum In ‘Afia, doth regifler him to be born 
there, and from thence fhe alledgea he was called' 
Artimedorus Petgamenus. 

The ifle of Sicily is as ambitious to acknowledge 
him to be hers, and thereupon fhe gives him the title 
of Artimedorus Etnenfis ; wefhallfind in Cluverius, 
ind other authors, that in the year of the world 3730, 
ikhich was 273 years before the incarnation of our 
Saviour, that Artimedorus was governour of the city 
pfSyracufia in Sicily, with Hiero ; and that he was 
famous for the knowledge of the fecrets of nature, and 
the ftudy of philofophy. 

Coelus Rhodoginus being willing to take advan¬ 
tage from the meer credit of his antiquity, will • 
tell you, that he ftudied tbofe parts of philofophy 
Which were written,by Hermes Trifmegiftus, and 
A 4. was 
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was exa& in thofe obfervations of geography, and thofe 
pieces of the mathematics, wbich-were faicj.to be left 
Unto Pofterity by Zoroaftes and Anaxamander. 

Diodorus the Sicilan maketh mention, that he 
wrote a book of-the firft beginning of men, and that 
he afcribcd the honour of feniority in mankind, not to- 
the Gfecims, but the Egyptians. 

Being governor ofSyracufia, he did compile a book 
of laws and cuftams, in all'-which, for the honour of 
antiquity, he Iheweth how much reverence, cuftoms i 
and laws have gained from the only merit of their ;1 
continuance; and' as a cuftom by meer continuance 
doth wear itfelf into a law; fo the more aged any 
law is grown, the lefs obnoxious it is to be referred, 
or repealed, and every true thing being the trueft v - 
which was the firft, and that being the firft, whicn 1 • 
was from the beginning} by how much more old and 
more llricken in yearsany law is, by fo much it is the 
lefjs fubje£t to faultier, or to grow decrepid ; and this 
is the reafon which as he alledgeth doth confirm the : 
ftate of any law in its integrity, beeaufe the longer it 
endureth, the more, he faith, it inclineth to its per- \ 
feflion, that is, to a condition to grow never null, or 
unefFeflual.

He wrote alfo a book of marriage, in the treaty 
whereof although he was a heathen, and ignorant 
of,divine truth, yet he feemeth to come more near =i] 
unto it than Plato, who bad the honour among the v -j ] 

f entiles to be ftiled the divine phiiofopher, for Plato af- j 
rmeth, that man at the firft was, by intdrpreta- ■{ j 
tion, Man Woman j and that in that one body he ’ ] 
' ..had 1 
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1 3had the faculty, without the help of any ftcotA 
io generate another like unto hiinfelfj which 
Afterwards, as he faith, altered. But Artimedo - 
fpeaking of marriage, and the political ends 
^hereof, to diftinguifli private interefts from pub- 
fjhck and common, and things facred from pro- 

J rhane, doth imply that marriage is as old as 
iature and that rhere was no fooner one, but 
vife nature did divide him into two, and then 
hey were no fooner two but they were flfait 
inited into one again. - It is recorded by my ai»r 
hor, that this Artimedorus did leave behind him 
;many books, which by the.ir jury of time are 
derived to pofterity only in Fragments, and in 
iroperfeCt pieces, as are the writings of Pepbe- 
■us> and of Linus , whofe father is faid to be 

f' We read of Artimedorus a learned man, bom 
in the ille of Gridu ; where, with fingular ap- 
plaufe, he was profeffor of the Greek tongue; at 
what time the civil wars betwixt Julius Ctsfar 
and Pompey the great, had divided the whole 
world into two Parifties: the one adhereing unto 
- Cafar , and the other to the fortunes of Pompey. 
-But the fword having laid all things low, and 
,the thunder of the wars deafning the harmony 
’ of the arts, Artimedorus addrefled himfelf to 
Rome, where, though it was in the height of tu¬ 
mult and diforder, yet the Gown did ftill grant, 
both reverence and protection unto learning. 
Here, with as much fafety as advantage, he did r 
put again into practice his profejfton of the Greek 
tonguei and Pompey much about the farne tinje; 
being flayed in Mgypt , Artimedorus became one of 
tbe - confidents of Brutus and CaJJius , who called* 
A 5 thefiV- 
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themfelves the- defenders of the Roman liberty's 
here, by this great infpeiSlion into Phyhfophy , and 
the courfe and circumftances of the affairs in the 
world, he wifely difcovered the great revolution 
approaching, and faw Brutus’s Malus Genius at 
.Rome, before himfelf had feen it at the fields 
of Philippi, under the pretence of melancholy, 
contra&ed by too much ftudy, he diffembled 
with Brutus, and removing as well his perfon as 
affection, from his in ter eft, and himfelf; he 
drew up an information to be prefented unto 
Gaefar, containing the handling of the plot, in the 
whole courfe of - the conipiracy, againft himfelf. 

At the fame time the wife of Caefar, who, as (he 
was much honoured with the Trophies of her 
hufbands Vi&ories, fb fhe was no lefs troubled 
at the capiicioufnefs of his incontinency, as 
may appear by the unrebuked petulance of his 
own ioldiens, in the day of his greateft glory, 
when he did ride in triumph to the Capitol. 

Romani fervate uxores moechum calvum adducimus. 

Look to your wives, you romans, for we do 

Bring a bald pated leacher unto you. 

Yet preferring her duty on that morning he 
died, above her paflion, fhe. informed her huf- 
band of the fad dream which on the night be¬ 
fore affliifled her, and which had ftill left a great 
impreffion upon her fpirits; and - did beleech 
him for that day to forbear to go to the Senate houfe. • 

There was at that time no man in Rome more 
famous for the interpretation of dreams than 
. Arti- 
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-• Artlmedotus, who - underftanding of it, and the 
d fettle reputation that Csefar gave unto the 
e ijreani, he refblved with himfelf to put the 
n / |lifcovery of the treafon into Caefar’s own 
t hand, and to befeech him to vouchfafe a prefent 
s ,)perufal of it, without the delivering the paper 
, as his manners was, into the hands of his Secre- 
i tary, or the matter of requefts. Caefar began 
5 cnee or twice to' caft his eye upon the paper, and 
: Hthe rather oecaufe it came from the hand of Ar- 
i timedorus, whole merit fee did intend by his 
> bounty to oblige unto him ; but fo great was 
the multitude that followed him., either to con¬ 
gratulate his fortune or to admire his ambiti¬ 
on, that they almoft hurried him into the Senate- 
houfe, to the prepared Daggers of Brutus and 
Caflius. I do the rather make mention of this in 
this place, to prefent unto you, that when the 
fands of our days are numbered in the Glafs of 
time neither the preconition of a dream by 
a . moft tender wife; nor the interpretation of 
induftry of men, fhali be able either to add or 
detract, or make the leaft alteration in the de¬ 
crees of providence.. 

j If you will wipe c ff the duft of antiquity 
from the Hiftory of the Lydians, you fliall read 
of Artimedorus, who being famious for philofo- 
phy, flourifhed in the City of Daldis, and did 
write a book of the interpretation of dreams j 
he was efteemed as one of the wifeft men 
in thofe days, as Stephanus reporteth, and it 
feems that either by a confidence in himfelf, or 
by the perfwafion of his friends, he did believe 
himfelf to be foj for in the latter end of one of 
A 6 hie 
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his books of thfe interpretation of dreams, he de- 
fireth that nothing may be added to it. He wrote 
alfo a back of chiromancy, and another of augury, 
that is, of reading of fortunes by looking on the hand, 
and paflages by birds, by their flying on your right 
hand and on your left, or by hopping on the ground 
before you. 

Wc are preparing thefe alfo for the prefs, to the 
performance whereof we (hall be fo‘much the more 
encouraged, as we /ball find, that this book of inter¬ 
pretations of dreams doth meet with that acceptance 
arit deacree3.

'Of Dreams either Jolely Speculative, or jillegori- 
■f cally Significative . 

REAM S.are either fpeculative, and. 
agreeable to their vifion, as when a 
man dreams that' the (hip where¬ 
in he is doth perilh ; and rifi/.g, finds it true 
and faves himself, with fome few befides: or, 
‘Allegorical, by ene thirg fignifying another- 
whereby, our Souls doth raturally advife us 
that under them there is f. mewhat abftruce, 
fecret, c r hid. Frrft therefore 'I will Ft down 
fhe definition of a dream in general, againft 
which to objedl, were to love contention. A, 
dream therefore is a motion of fidlion of the 
Soul in a diverfe form, figniiying either good 
of evil to come. Of dreams, luch as belong 
not to others, being only for or againft thofe 
which fee them, as tu fpeak, to fing, to dance, 
to fight, or to fvvim. But things which are about 
the body} or outward things, as beds, chefts, 
moveables, and < loathing, Although they 
be improper and particular} yet it falls our. 
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that often they come to our neighbours ac¬ 
cording to the necefiicy and propriety of the 
ufage. And in fuch fort the head fignifits the 
father, the right hand the mother, the fon, 
and the brother ; the left hand the wife, the 
friend, the daughter and the filter. Moreover, 
all thole which are done by us, and in us, 
and towards us only ; we muff think that they 
appertain to us particularly-5 and on the con¬

Of the Apparel in general. 

T HE Habits accuftomcd and agreeable to 
the feafon, are good j as in Summer an 
Habit of Linnen Cloth, and fine Wool ; in 
Winter a new Garment and of ftrong Wool, 
To him only which is at Law, and which ss a 
Servant drfiring liberty, new Apparel is bad;

and refufe th'm again. A white garment is 
good only to Priefts; to others it fignifie h 
trouble : to Mechanicks it fignifieth they fhall 
have no work ; it alfo reveaJetb Malefa&crs;

Notwithftanding I have often 
feen poor men, fervants, and Captives, having 
dreanvd they were attired in black, die. This 
black Habit is bad, except it be to them 
which would do fecret things. To have a Gar* 
* mem 
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tajfment of divers colours or fcarlet, for priefts, 
e, jijefl:ers and ftage players, it is good ; to other* 
t0 !fit fignifierh troubles, dangers ar.d revealing 
■ 0 $of fecrets ; ro the lick it is, (hey fhall b.; tor- 
ment d with ftrong and abimdanc humours. 
' s || A robe of fcarlet to fervants and rich men is 
digood, fignifying lib. rtyand honour, or digni- 
fjlty; it. killerh the fick, and bringeth gre’acer 
poverty to the poor : To many it hith fignifi- 
3 ied captivity : For the man clad in purple or 
fcarlet, muft alfo have a diadem or a crown, 
and many about him to guard his body. Every 
fuch robe died in fcarlet, is to fame hurts, to 
others an ague. 

A woman’s gown is good only to thofe which 
have no wife, and which come upon ftages to 
play. Otliers afe^r this dream lofe their 
wife, or fall into great fi knefs, by reafon of 
the del.cacy and effeminatenels of thofe which 
wear fuch garments. And yet n. twithftand- 
ing, in cafe of rejoicing and afiembl.es, neither 
Gowns of divers colours, nor women’s gowns 
I are bad. To have a Gown of the falhion of 
a ftrange nation, is good luck among ftran- 
I gers, to him which purpoEth to go, or re¬ 
main, or lead his life among them ; to others, 
iicknefsand hindrance of affairs. To have a 
delicate and fumptuous gown, is gooh for 
rich and poor : For to the firft, their pr. lent 
profperity fhall continue; and to the oth-. r, 
C 5 their 
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their goods fhall increafe. Broken and torn 
Gowns, is hurt and hindrance of affairs. 

A coat, ajacker, or fhort cloak, or fkirt of 
woolen cloth, is anger, and lefs of a law- 
fuic: wherefore it is better to dream you lofe 
them, than you have them. But the lofs of 
any other habit is not good, except to the poor, 
iervants, captives and debtors ; for thefe gar¬ 
ments being loft, argue lofs of evils which- in- j 
compafs them. For others, it is not good to 
dream of lofs or nakedneis ; for it fignifieth 
lofs of goods and pleafant things. A fair and 
brave gown, and of divers colours, is good for 
rich and joyful women ; for the one keeps her 
brave for her pleafures, the other, divers colours 
argue her profit.

and violent River, and removing of move* 
ablefein the Houfe, is the violence of fome e- i 
nemy. A Riv, r running out of a rich man’s a 
’jfioufe, fignifieth that he fhall have authority a 
ih> the Town, and be Very bountiful and lj. t 
beral: to the poor man it is doubt of his Wifej L 
cr others of the Houfe, which he fhall hardly ol 
rule. To fie other than River-water enter into 0 , 
ihe Houfe troubled ard dirty, is doubt of T 
fire: but being fair and clear it is gain, pof L 
feflions, and money. In like fort is it to fee it res 
his ground,, a Houle, a Well, which was not stli 
there before: alfo it fignifieth Wife or. Chi!* 
dren to thofe which have none. To lee a well ie 
full of Water in the Houfe is good, if it b< fuc 
rpsn above, and flrangers draw out of it; ath 
for that is the lofs ot Wife, Children, 01 o 1 
Goods. The Pond being great, figrifi.th the 
fame 
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itfylfame that the River doth ; but that it fignt* 
jficth hindrance of travel, but being iitrle o r 
Lean, is a rich and pleafant Wife, loving he* 
[plcafures. It is very good to fail in a Pond 
islor River, but not fwim. Fountains and 
^■Springs, abounding with good water, are 
atlgood to all, efpecially to the fick and Poor; 
rafcro.uring to them health and riches: bucdrji 
is clean contrary. 

Of Fens, Mountains, Marjhes, Paths, and Woodsy 

M Arfhes and Fens are good only to Shep- 
hcards, to others they are impeachments. 
Mountains, Valleys, WoodsandPlains, are hea- 
vintfs, fears, and troubles, ftripes to lervants 
and Malefa&ors, and hurt ro the rich : It is 
always better to crofs over them, ar.d not 
tj Hay there, than to Humber in the way. 
La'ge, Plain, and eafic paths- are fore runners 
of health, and fo on the conatrary. 

Of Law, and places of Pleading, and of Pkyjicians. 

P Laces of Pleading, Judges, Attorneys and 
"Prodors, are iroub e, anger, expence, and 
revealing of fccrets. If the lick, man dream- 
ith lie obta : ns his Am, he fhall conic to better 
ftatc : if otherw.fe, he ihall die. And if 
e which is in fait, dreams that he fits in the 
ttdges Sear, he fhall not be overthrown, but 
ithcr hisadv«.r!ary‘;Phyficians feen in a dream, 
him which is at Law, fignifie the fame 
Attorneys and : Prodors.

I fign, it is abundance of goods The Sun 
vanifhmg away, or hiding and abf.nr rng ic- 
felf, is id to a'l, except to thofe that would be 
f cret.

It is all one 
ich 0 dream 1 hat you are dead, or *th .t you aie 
he rariied and buried for dead. To dream to be 
he jjried quick is not good ; for it ofeen figni- 
p* fi th prifon and captivity. B- it good or evil 
th that draih fignifieth, if one dream that he is 
if kil-ed by another Man’s hands, that good or 
evil fba'l come by his means. If one dreams 
he kills himfelf, he fhall have that good or evil 
5 srhich death fignifieth, by himfelf. Death by 
Sentence of juftice makes, bur Goods or Evils 
a greater. To be hanged or ftrangled by ano-

To m 
n y this hath been a token of ficknefs : It is

“ down when one will ; for it is a fign of faci- 
' lity, and good difpofition in affairs. But to

I fpirits, or beafts, is not good j for they are 

II great angers and dangers. To fly backwards* is 
* not ill to thofe that would fail * for common¬ 
ly in a fhip which go th her courfe without 
tempeft, the people take their eafe, and lie 
backward ; to others it is want of work and 
bufinefs; for thofl* which be fo, are idle ; to the 
fick, it is deatfi. It is very ill to defire to fly and 
cannot ; or to fly with the head lowcrmuft, 
anrd the feet upward.* and in what kind foever 
the fick fly, it is death ; for we defend, that 
■the fouls departing from the body, fly into 
heaven with great flight, as little birds do. 
To fly is ill to thofe which have a trade or 
handicraft, which requireth no removing 
out of his p'ace ; it is good for captives. Many 
by this dream of flying, have become blind, be- 
caufe they fear to fall. To fly in a chair or 
bed, or being fee in any und^r prop for the 
better fuftaining of himielf, is great flcknels

Eliold then, all' which wanted, or which 
was not lit to be put in the two former 
|books, lufhciently ( as I purj ole ) are corn- 
fed in the third book. And for this caufe 
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I though it good to make this }itt^ book! 
apart, left I ifhoufd have omitted thofe things 
therein contained ; and by that means fome 
other'might take occasion ei;h r to write a- 
rnther book of th s fjbjedt, or add ro mine. 
But you muft know, thac there is n: thing 
more tedious or difficult, than to underhand 
the div. rfity, compjfiti ir, a d mixture of dreams, 
and to preferib; grn.ra! rules for all kind of 
dreams ; fteing that fometines, nay often, 
One may lee the lame d'-eam ,; an .I at the 
fame time of the night or day, things con¬ 
trary,- and which have no refembknee or 
agreement: but it is impeflible, that things 
fignified by the felf-fame dreams, fhfculd dif¬ 
fer or be repugnant amongft themfelves, if fo 
be that dreams foretcl matters of import 
which fhall happen . For as in all other 
things there is an order and dependance; 
fo alfo it is very likely, that the fame falls 
out in dreams. When therefore one fhall fee 
in his dream things both g od and evil, than 
he mult thi ; k with himfelf. which were the 1 
firft, and laft: lor in worldly affairs, fome- ‘ 
times even the gre.iteft occafion of hope hive 
had ill iflue •, and on the conrrary the great- 1 
eft occafions of doubt and fear, have had r 
good iflue ; and for groat tv Is whi h one 1 
hath expedted, one hath found but fmall; 
and forlittlc hope, of good one hath found 
none 
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none at all. So that mixed and compounded 
dreams are Very doubtful, and cannot be ea- 
fi)y underftrod or expourded ; which is 
a great grief ro many. But for-my part, I 
have wiit methodically, and in the bell and 
tafieft order ihat I could, that every one 
might take an eali cr.urfe in the expofition 
of dreams. And as fchool matters, for they 
have taught heir children the knowledge nd 
property of any < ne letter in paiticular, after¬ 
wards t-aching th.m how they mull ufe 
ihem all tog ther s in like fort would I pre- 
Icribe certain lit le and -eafie rules, and join 
them to that wh ch ha;h been faid in my 
iFire*, former books, to the end that they may 
be the b.ttcr h-arned and urderftood. For to 
fuch as have h. d xprrience, and long practice, 
this will be very eafie, and fhall fuffice to 
infliuft them in ail things what they fignifie. 
To the purpofe then, in our firft book we 
faid, that the head figr.ifies the father of 
him that dreamed-it and in the fecond that 
the lion fignifieth the king 5 or fickm.fs: 
and in the chapter of dtath, that it is good 
for poor folks to dream that they die. When 
therefore any poor man (having his father 
rich) dreams that a lion cornea to devour or 
tear in pieces his head, and the fame poor 
man feemS to remain dead, and Without a 
head in his dream , *tis likely that his father 
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fhall die, and he ffiall be Ms heir, and by this 
means fhall forego the faintnefs of his pover-j 
ty, and become rich, feeing that he hath 
neither father nor poverty that fhall keep hitri 
down longer. For in this dream the head 
reprefenteth the father; the lofs of the head] 
the death of the father ; the lion, the ILknefa 
whereof his. father fhall die. And death to 
the poor man is change of eftate, fhewing, 
that by riches his poverc fhall be expelled. 
In fuch fort one muft lead himfdf to the in. 
terpretation of all divers and mingled dreams, 
ef any whole chapter of fpeech, gathering to 
gether, and making one only txpofkion, like 
as orf6 medicine is made of many herbs anti 
roots. To which intent, I defire all courte¬ 
ous readers* who are defirous to perufe my 
fiooks, not to accufe or blame them before 
they have diligently read and underftood them, 
for 1 am confident, and dare affirm with 
great fecurity, that my books will not be re¬ 
jected by the learned and judicious readers, 
nor by chofe who are either fiudious, diligent, 
or friendly readers.

Where- 
ire firft of all we muti underlland, that the 
Ffift of fpedlulative dreams will happen, or 
on alter the dream : but the effeft of al- 
gorical dreams appears fome time after, ei- 
er long of Ihorr, as a day or two. But it

wherein he dwelt. But to fpeak of anothe 
Apollonides, a co.yrurgeon, dreamed that i 
fencing he had wounded many, and had grea 
pradice: for the intent of fenceis is t 
wound, but not to kill ; the like doth th 
the ehyrurg on. The lick man dreaming h 
faw bread ready to be fet into th<- ovtn 
although the fruit of Ceres are ever goot 
yet noewithftanding, it fighitied to him 
great ftv.r to come; btcaufe thofe loavi 
were to be heated and baked in the oven 
to him which would marry, or whic 
would get affinity or company, it is bett< 
to dream of the vine and wine, than ( 
corn or bariey, and for him which defiret 
to advance himfelf, it is better to give tha 
to take any good, if he take it not of cl 
more apparent perfonages. 

Of fluff. 

T O dream you fee of all forts of ftuf 
which you can tie, trufs, or carry, efpi 
dally in doffers, panniers, or bafkets, whi 
thi 
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ther chains, carcanets, &c. fignifie good 
10 thofe which would marry, or make any 
other affinity : but it is crofs to thofe which 
would make any voyages, run, or flie, or 
which fear to be fur prized ; always excepting 
thofe which would furprize another, and uf e 
my deceit or cunning. 

To meet folks. 

r O dream to meet or fee folks, whethefr 
meh or women, if they be fuch as love 
us, or we love them, which are willing to 
Jo or have done'us any good, and have had 
no dtfire to hurt us, but wilh us well, be they 
lither alive or dead, the dream is good : for 
thofe. which the fpirit fees or meets with, the 
body fleeping, they are kinds and images of 
things to come ; amongft which our friends 
fignifie good, and or enemies the contrary 
y, ill. 

Of the firjl eftate and fortune. 

I F any man, being become poor after he 
hath beep rich, dreams that he hath fuch 
lands and poffeffions as he had before, and 
the fame folk which he had before, are with 
bim in his houfe, or in the deputes, tenants, or 
farmers, which he had in hh profperity upon 
his lands j his dream is good, for it GgmfLs 
that his good fortune will return. And on the 
contrary, if a man now rich, dreams that he 
fees or hath thofe things which he had when 
! F he 
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he was poor •, it foretellcth him, that he fbalfl 
return to his poverty, and that he fhall have 
ill luck. 


To judge that be whom we think is our enemy | 
is our friend , and the contrary. 

P .Eople of rtcreation, which-.r loved ofj 
thofe ihat feen them in their deep, 01 
which love them, and honour them, or beat 
them good will, although they have not great] 
familiarity and acqoaintance together, fig- 
: njfie property and days, of recreation to 
come: and on the contrary, thofe which 
beir g feen in a dream, hate them which fee 
'tlie.m, although they are ignorant Of their 
enmity and ill-will, fignifie ill. So then, when’ 
you fee in a dream any"perfonage which you 
think to be your friend, and the day after 
you have no prufperity or good luck, then you 
may judge that he bears you no good will, 
but that he is a diflembler : and on the con- 
trary, if you fee any one whom you fjppofe 
to be your enemy, and yet the day after 
you have good luck, then think that it is 
wrong for to judg£ him your enemy, and 
you ought not to bear either an ill eye, or an 
ill heart towards him. 

To fee or meet tradefmen , or any phafant maid 
or woman. 

tradefmen which one dreams that 
he fees or meets, hath the fame effe< 5 t

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which their Art hath ; and the fametfFc<ft 
is it to ftc their Shops. And yet you muft 
except a whnre : For to dream that you fee 
or meet one, h a fign of Joy,, and no ill 
dream ; buc to fee the brothel houfe where 
Use a< 5 teth her whoredom, is to dream of hea- 
vineis and ill-luck, becaufe it is a publick 
place, full of trouble. 


Wo fee litlle Children, or young men (to m\t) of 
[ mean age , cr cldfolks. 

A Mong little children, it is better to 
dream you fee Boys than g : rls ; and 
yet both import care, b<cau;e for little ones 
we muft care. Little children, or others of 
middle age, feen in a dream, are better than 
to lee old folks : and yet if the dreamer were 
1 in any bufinefs to bring witnefs or to become 
furety, and defireth that men fhould give 
credit to his words or writings, it were better 
for him to fee folks of a ripe age, or old ; pro¬ 
vided always, that thofe old folks do nothing 
in dotage, or upon an old grudge. 


Of trees and plants coming forth foon or late 
alfo of lixing creatures,. 


A Mnngft flow trees and plants, the Oak, 
the Olive, the Cyprels-tree, and , other 
fuch •, in like fort, the Elephant, the Raven 
the Harr, and their like, fignilie good or evil 
to come, flo.wly, according to the di'fpofitioji’ 
F 2 ' and 
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and different quality wherein one fets them. 
But the trees and plants which grow quifckly, 
as the vine and the peach tree ; and among 
beafts, the Hog, and fuch like, fignifie on the 
contrary fide, either good or evil, which fhail 
quickly happen. 


Of Walls, foundatoins , and old trees. 

- A LL found and firm things as walls, foun¬ 
dations, and cId trees, and fluff of ;ron, 
and the 1 >adftone, are fignifications of furety 
to thofe that are in doubt and fear. 


Of Chariots. 

C Hariots winch are not in ufe, as to dream 
to guide a Chariot drawn or carried by 
Wolves, Leopards, Djgs, or fuch like brafts|j 
is good only to'chofe that fear great enemies; 
becaufe fuch beads when they are fet be¬ 
tween a drought-tree, are lubjetff to the gui- 
der. To dream to be carried therein by 
men, is good only to thofe which would 
command, and be obeyed ; to others, it is 
diferedit and'hurt. 

Of Flattery. 

I T.is good for none but fuch as ufe it; to 
others, - it is a fign to be bad abated, becaufe 
flatterers are lefs and bafer of courage than 
thofe which .ufe it not. To dream to be 
pleafant, and eafily endure to be flattered, is 
not good, efpecially if . the flatterer be one

His Interpretaion of Dreams 125 
of our familiars ; for it fignifieth to be be~ 
trayed by him. 

To It fold. 

F Or to dream to be fet ra fale (as they 
were wont in old time to fell their 
fervants, and thay do at this day amongft 
heathen nations) is good to thofe which wife 
to change their prclant ellate and quality; as 
to thofe which are kept in poverty and fer- 
vitude : but to the r ch, and the fick, and 
thofe which are placed in honour and autho¬ 
rity, it is ill : and after this dream it hath 
fell out, that many have been taken and 
fold. 


To Buy. 

'T'O dream to buy all forts of things which 
A one ufeth, is good. To buy that which 
is only for victual and relief, is good for the 
poor.

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Of poverty. 

T O dream to be in necefiity and poverty, 
fignifieth fome good to oiie ; and yet 
th s dream brirjgs no good ; but figniicth crols 
•fortune to thole wh ch. m rIce commodity of 
their Tongue and fair Speech. 

Of things which one dreams to htfal little children 
beyond their age. 

HrO dream of any Thing to befal little 
Children, which is ryrt prop r to their age, 
is net good.; as to drr-am that .men'-children, 
have beards and gray hairs, and that little 
wenches Should be married and have children; 
which fignifieth to tni-m death ac hand. And 
yet to dr. am that little Children /peak well, 
is good ; b^Ciufeits proper both to Men and 
. women to fipeak. But as for other Things 
htipning beyond their age, in ihofe -which 
hr_- nor very little dirfdien, it vv.s declared 
i.i the firfl book, in the Ciiaprer of Alteration 
and charge. Dreams which are of the 
Generation of children, or of wid,lings, forecel ] 
that oar children being in a far country, fha.l 
return ; elpcc.a'iy the wife and children, ifj 
by chance any one hath took them from 
us : If one dreams to plough the earth, and 
low feed therein, it figr.ineth the fame.

THE eyes fignifie and reprd'ent children, 
A whereupon a Woman dr.aming that her 
Eyes were fore, found her children lick : And 
another dreaming that her children were lick, 
had after fore eyes. 

Of vomits. 

A LL vomiting, whether of blood, meat, 
o- fi.-gm, to poor folks, if they dream, it 
fign fi tii profit, arid to ihe rich hint : for the 
Srit can lofe nothing till th.y have it ; bat 
:heoth.rs havinggoods already, fhall come to 
!ofe them. 

To fee or have often the fame dream. 

T O .lee often the fame Dreams, and many 
nights one after another, is a fign that 
ihr fpir.t d >th admonilh and foretell us 
fJYdbonatcly the felt fame thing worthy 
o be th light upon : For when we have 
;reat Affection to any thing, we cannot 
iut think and fpcak thereof. But if the 
ime Dreams are fecn with long fpace of 
ime brtvve n them, they do not always fig- 
ifie the fame thing, but divers, according to 
ae change of Time and affairs, either 
lore or lefs : Tiiough many have dreamed 
he fame Dream, it will not fignifie to a'l 
like, but rather diverfly, according to 
le divers efface aud quality of the folks, and 
their 
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their different affairs. A certain Perfume 
breamed that he had loft his Nofe, .and he 
Joft his Merchandize, and ibid no more ; the 
Jof's of hh nofe figniiying his Perfumes. A long 
time afn r, being no Perfumer, he dreamed 
rhe fame dream, that he had no nofe, and 
he was afterwards accufed for Fallhood, and 
fl d out of his Country ; for it is an unfcemly 
thing to lack a N fe, which is the moft 
perfpicuous place of all his Face. Whefe- 
upon Virgil f ith, Et truncus in bonefto vulnere 
nares y The fame Perfumer being fick upon a 
time after, dr,arned again that he had no 
Nofe, and he died -* for dead men’s heads have 
no noles. S> that the felf-fame dream in 
the felf fame Man, fignifii d dmrfly thref 
fev;ra! Times ; F:rft, lofs of his Merchandize : 
Secondly, lofs of his Honour : And thirdly, 
lofs of his life. 


Of veffeh and inliruments. 


E V>.ry vefTl or inftrument, fignificth the | 
Art or Trade wheeein it is ui d, orthatj 
which one ufth to put th.rein : As tuns 
ftgnifie wine or oyl, heaps of corn and barley, 
or fuch like thir g, fomtwhat near or equi* 
valent'to wha't thereto it is applied: The 
tpjfs and inftrumtnrs in this fnfe fignifie 
Friends, Children, Parents. Vi&ualand Pro¬ 
vision, fignifi,s the Mafter of the Houfe; rhe 
* Coffer 


t 
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Coffer and'Cabinets,' the Wives and the Stew¬ 
ards. But in all you mull judge with 
regard of circumftance : As one having the 
order of Knigh hood, and requiring a charge 
or condudt of feme men of war, dreamt 
that being called of one, he went out of the 
Houfe wherein he wa? r and having gone 
down two ftair.-', he thought that he 
which called him, reached him a Crown of 
Olives, fuch as the Roman Knights ufed to 
wear in their pomp : After which Dream he 
was very joyful, and all that were of his com¬ 
pany w^re in hopes that by this Dream he 
fhould have his requeftj but he had not * and 
the reafon thereof was, becaufehe received not 
the Crown in going up the ftairs, but in 
coming down *, for to afeend figmfieth Ho¬ 
nour, to defeend, the Contrary. Notwith- 
ftanding, this Dream fignified another 
thing to him, to wit, that he ihould marry 
and efpoufe a Maid ; fof the crown was of 
tied branches. Wherefore he which ex¬ 
pounded Dreams, mull not reft in one thing 
inly, but he muft und.rftand all the difpo- 
ition and derivation of them. For thofe

A LL thofe which are of one Parentage, 
tfpeciaiiy children, being rrprfcfented by 
a dream, having or doing any thing ; fignifia 
that fomething fhail be done, or fall out, cem- 
ing near the laid things, to whorrifoever of bis 
Kin it happen. A man dreamt that his ;

for he dreamed, that fuch:a near.Kinfman was 1 
not well: fhortly after which his fifter depart- I 
ed. ' t 

Of t bings. which encompafs. c 

A LL thofe things which encompafs us 1 
or receive us, have the fame confide- \ 
ration: As one dreamt that he was appa- * 
relied in a gown of wood ; now he failed, and 
his failing or voyage was hindered j for the 
gown of wood hindering him, reprefented 
the Ship. Another dreamt his Gown was 
cut into fmall Pieces, and his houfe fell down. J1 
Another dreamt he had loft the Roof of his 11 
Houfe, and he loft his Cloachs. A mariner ^ 
drearpt he faw a wall break, and the pieces 3 
and fides of the Ship were broken. And 3 
yet all fuch things may have reference to & 
the body. And therefore not without Gaufe, A

Of itnperfeSi or half finifned IVorks. 

r O dream that Works are only half 
done, fignifieth evil Succel's of Affair?, 
ad it were better not to beg n them. Cikx 
laking a reqjucft to the King to have the 
icccflion of his brother, dreamt that he fhore 
Iheep to the middle of her body ; and taking 
great deal of the fleece, awaked, dreaming 
tat he could not obtain to flieer the reftf 
fter which dream, he expe&ed to obtain 
ie Moiety of his brother’s Inheritance •, but 
a the contrary, he neither obtained it all 
ar any Part thereof, * O 
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Of Town ?. 

HPO dream to fee Towns whereto one re. 

fores, is btttc-r than to fee if range Towns, 
efpecially if they be Towns of his own.cojn' 
try, and thofe wherein one hath had goodl 
fortune and profperity j and above all, it iJ 
good to fee them well peopled, and filler 
-with inhabitants, goods and merchandized 
by which things one may know the Honoufl 
and Riches of the Towns. Parencs alfo arJ 
fignified by the Towns were we make ouii 
refidence. As for example, a man dreamn 
that his Country and place where he waq 
born, was fallen down and ruinated by anl 
.Earthquake ; and his Father was condemned! 
to death, and executed. f 

If it be poffible at the fame Time to have good an | 
bad dreams. 

A Man may dream both good and bad 
dreams in one and the fame night: Nay 
more, in the felf-fame dream one may fee 
both good and bad things, which the Inter¬ 
preter muft feparate in Judgement. And it is 
no marvel, fince the life and affairs of one 
particular man is fuch j that is to fay, mingled 
ordinarily with good and evil, and in the 
fametim * one may do and fuffer both good 
and evil. Neither muft we be always content! 
with one only iffue of our Dream, beeaufel 
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it hath not always the like effedt ; wherein 
Antipater, an interpreter of dreams, often 
deceives himfelf: for when any one dre,ams 
that he embraced iron, it fig! ifieth' that he 
fhould be imprifoned, and lve amorg irons. 
The good Antipater to another which hath 
the like dream will inerpret that at 
a particular combat in a dole field, he fhall 
be condemned; or he fhall keep a fencing- 
fchool, and live as it were among, and by 
1 iron ; to v.it, by the exercife and art of 
fencing, where one doth nothing but han¬ 
dle daggers and fwords of iron : to whom 
notwirhftanding this fall not out, but he had 
a memb-r cut of. Whrrcfore we muft not 
always reft at one only point or effedt that 
hapneth (for it were to d al with beafts, oraS 
fidler3 that can play but one tune) but we 
muft be ingenious to devife every Day divert 
things } and they muft not in all points be 
.divers, but fomewhat alike : For our Spirit 
and Nature are fertile, and recreate and 
fport thetnfelves in variety, 

That our brethren do/ignifie our Enemies . 

O UR brethren have the fame fignification 
as our enemies, as touching the effedt 
and event of dreams: and our enemies, on 
the other fide, have like eff.dt* with our bre 
thren. And not without reafon, becaufe our 
brethren 
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brethren bring us nothing- when 'they are 
born, but diminish our inheritance and 
Succefiion, and are the caule that thofe things 
which fhould be all our own, are divided in. 
to many parts between them and us. Timo-, 
crates dreamt that he buried, or caufe to be 
interred, one of his brothers departed ; and a 
little after one of his adverfaries or Enemies 
died. And the death of our brethren fignifi- 
eth not onlylofs of our Enemies ; but alfo de¬ 
liverance or acquittance from fome lofs or 
hurt which attended us ; and whereof we 
ftood in fear : As it happened to Diodes the^ 
grammarian, who fuftained no lofs of Money," : 
■whereof, he ftood in doubt and was afraid, [ 
becaufe he dreamt before, that he faw his bro- , 
ther dead. - . c 

Of funeral banquets , reviving , and mounting to . 

heaven. r 

N Either to fee, nor to eat fuch meat as one- t 
dreams is prepared for the feafts of the } 
dead, is not good to dream. Neither in like c 
foil to dream that you make luch a feaft for v 
your parents or friends ; for it fignifiefh and j 
foreteileth to the fick his own death, and to v 
him which is in health, the death of fome fa- f 
miliar friend of his. To dream to dye, and fc 
afterwards to revive, is not iil, but figmfLth j 
Victory. Such things as one hath cuftom £o of- e 

fer 
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fer arrd prelenr in oblation for the Deceafed, is 
jot a g iod Dream, either to offer them, or to 
take ot them ; for it fignifieth death, either 
10 the creamer, or to iome of hit Parents. 
Netwfhftanding to take viftuals, gold, fil¬ 
ter, apparel and vcffels from the hand of the 
f ad, whether it be altogether, or at divers 
limes is a good dream, and a fign of profit. 
But to dream he mounts to heaven, for him 
which isfick is death-, in like fort to be in 
great tranquility, reft and happincfs. 

Within what lime dreams come. 

ALL things which are wont to have a 
^ certain determined time, and are feen 
'in a dream, muft be referred to that Time: 
And oih-.r thi gs which have no cert an nor 
determinate time, to that time whi-h th-ir 
effects wdl fhew. And we muft judge ot the 
lime far or near, according to the circum- 
(tances of the Dream : For he w re a Fool, 
that would refer to a year th- effe< 5 t of a 
Man’s dream, which is cot.fticuted ? either in 
great pain, great hope, or gnat Fear. And 
tve muft know, that the things which a Man 
dreams to fee afar off fas it were about Hea- 
ren) have their effltfts more flow, by rea- 
fon of long diftance. Moreover we muft not 
be ignorant, that good or evil Dreams fign fie 
to the great or little, greater or .Lifer good or 
svil.

no light of her own. A woman dreamt that 
ihe law within the moon three images, or 
efembiances i.ke herfelf : She bare three 
laughters, which within a month died j for 
[he moon hath a months life. A man dreamt 
ie faw his image or reprefentation in the 
noon, and he made long voyages, wandering 
this way*, and that way a lor g time : For the 
continual change of the moon fignified that 
hcv Ihould often change his place and habi- 

E tion. A man dreamt his privy members were 
mafiy iron ; and he had afterwards a fon, 
-/ whom he was (lain ; for iron by its owa 
Iruft confumes it felf. A man dreamt an O- 
ive-treet came out 8f his head ; and he fol- 
lowed the ftudy of philofophy with great coy- 
rage, and got everlafting knowledge and ho- 
pour : For this is a tree always green and 
found, and by all dedicated to the Goddels 
Winerva, reputed the Goddefs of Wifdom.

fied of a d. opfie : Who fees not by this 
kin example, that recourfe of waterilh 
fir?ours to the weikeft' pirr, had made a 
trtain coldntfs and ft.ffnefs in the . place, 
hlch the party felt mare eafily in dleep, for 
vers rtafons which before have been de- 
ifecl. Another dreaming that he fwam 
;ainft a bloody ftream, was cured of a plu- 
lie. Ano her dreaming th’.t he app ared all 
fire like Hercules’s furies Upon a flag ; fell 
at very day into a burning ague. O e dream- 
» over night, before he fliouid run at Olym¬ 
pus, 
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pus, that he was an eagle j met with an !i 
lerpeter, who concluded hereupon, bi 
caufe an eagle was the prince and lead 
•of all birds, he fhould prevail : Anothi 
took not fo great hold upon the quality an 
kind of the bird,, which Ihews a courage < 
attempt; as of his place in coming after a 
the flock : Which declares a kind of heav 
-metal, wi h want of agidry.

g him to tell Auguftus, that although he 
as very lick, he fhould not fail, hut be pre- 
nt at the battle. Which Auguflus under- 
md.ng, he left his tent (being carried it> 
litter., though he could not fight for the vic- 
ry. Preftntly the Soldiers of Brutus’s ar- 
1 furprized his pavilion. And al hough Au- 
litus had refolved not to ftir out of his tent* 

' the reafon of his fieknefs ; neverthdefs by 
i admonition of his phyfician, by this means 
i faved his life : For the folders of Brutus 
imed chiefly at his tent, fuppofing to hav* 
und him there. Bit becaufe this emperor 
fas wife, fubtie, and advifid ip all his a£ti- 
ms, the exarr ple o{ his adopted father and 
redectflor Julius being yet frefh in his mind, 
trfwaded him to obey the dream of his 
hyfician : For he well knew, that Calphur- 
i.i, the wife of Julius Csefar, had feen 
1 her fleep the night before he was fTain, 
lat he lay wounded in her arms and bofom 
ith many wounds ; by reafon of which hor- 
ble dream, fhe intreated him not to be 
cn the day following at the court. But he 
lit willing to give ear to a womans dream, 
taught rather to go to the lenate, and 
l,in parliament ; where he was put to death ; 
png miferably wounded with more than 
renty wounds. Like wife a foldier dream 
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ed tha: Julius Ceafer told him, that O&avit 
fhould win the bittle againft the Philippiau: 
if he carried form ting about him that 1 
was ufed to w.-ar : Upon this dream Odl; 
vius wore his ring, and fo both then at 
afterwards got the vidlory. 


Of Publius Decius, and Manlius Torquatu 
Confuls of Rome. 

T He vifion which appeared in fleep all 
the fame night, to Publius DcCius, a 
Manlius Torquatos, was of great admiratii 
and manifeft iffue , For then when thefe tw 
confuls pitched a field near the hill Vefuv 
us, v z. When the Latineslefc the fide of th 
Romans 5 to each of thcle two confuls fle< 
ing, appeared a man, and told them, t 
of the one army, their captain "fhould* 
(lain ; and cf the other a great compan 
fhouid be ditcomfitcd : But the chief of th 
holt that fhould aflail the troops of the en 
mies, and vow to fuffer death for the hi 
they fhould have the victory. Hearing thi 
news, and ail waking from their fleep, the 
confuls made a covenant together, that wh 
wipg foever fhould firfl feem to ftoop und 
the burden of the battle, the captain of tha 
band fodifeomfittd, fhould lay down his lif 
for hs country. And although neither th 
one nor the other feared this adventure, ye 

th 
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he charce fell upon Decius ; foi; his troops 
egan to be out of heart ; whicn he feeing, 
aft h mfelf in th.- middl- of his enemies 
vith his iword in his hand, and was fl.tin., 
io the Romans had ihe triumphant and defind 
iftory againll the Lati ies, by the death of 
tie of the chief captains, follow,ng this 
;ream. 

Of Accia. 

^ Ccia bJng with child cf the emperor Otfla- 
v.us, dreamed that h< r bowels were 
arri d up to Heaven, and (hewed over all the 
rorid. And aft rwards her fon Odtavius be¬ 
ams' a famous emperor, renowned over all 
he \yorId. 

Of Cicero. 

pUlly being banifhed Rome by the con- 
fpiracy of his enemies, wait to a vil- 
ige ; and in his deep feemed walking by de- 
ert places, to meet with Marius, then conful, 
nd his troops ; who demanded of him, why 
e was fo fid.; And the c.iuf’e why he hauut¬ 
il thofe d farts, and Wjs fo tranfported in<6 
n unknown way ? And afrer he had under- 
lood the many injuries which Tully had un- 
ergone, he took him by the right hand, 
nd gave charge to the principal of his offi- : 
srs, to lead him to his chappel ; telling him 
e lhould there hear fome good news of the 
ftoring of his eftate. Which fell out in like 
mnner ; 
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1 Of Arthur Rous. 

i'J’HERE being a prize to be play’d at 
1 Syracufa, Arthur Rous, a Roman knight, 
r dreamed the night ^before, that a carrier of 
c nets or a fifher fhould kill him. The day 
after he was at the combat, and told his 
dream to the defendants. It fell prefently 
after, that near the place where this Arthur 
was, they came to bring in the two comba¬ 
tants, one whereof carried for his devife 
a Fifh upon a Hook. When Arthur had 
feen the face of this Fifh ; he faid unto 
him, I dreamed to night that you fhould 
kill me. And fo he would have departed 
thence, doubting fome wicked aitemp, be- 
caufe of his dream. But the combatants giv¬ 
ing him thei-i words of aflurance, he car¬ 
ried jhe hazard of his death: For in the 
fame place the Fifh vanquished the other 
combatanr, and thinking 10 run him trough 
with his fword, the blow glanced afide, and 
lighted on poor Arthur, who miferably in 
this cafe tried the efFedt of his dream. 

Of Hannibal of Carthage. 

H Annibal fleeping had fuch a Vifion, that 
he feemed to fee a fair young maid, like 
an angel, which was, fint unto him from 
Heaven to condudt him to afluil Icaiy. After 
which turning himfelf, he law a great Serpent, 
which by force and violence broke all that h e 

G encountered

encountered ; and after him came Lightning arJ 
Tempc-ftuGus Rain, which darkned me day. The] 
Hannibal being affrighted, demanded of this fair Mail 
what marvellous Vilion this was, and what it fignified] 
Awl the young Maid anfwered him, thou feed 
ruin.of Italy ; wherefoie fay not a word, and leavl 
the reft to the deft.'nies I need not heie declare whj 
evils Hannibal did in Italy, following this dream. 

Cf Alexander the Great. 

0 < Hew well was Alexander King of Macidoni 
admonifticd in his fleep, that he fhould taki 
better guard of his life, if fortune would have fufferef 
him to have ufed this counfcl to avoid this dang< 
For certainly he knew by his dream, before he fed 
the efFe<£f, that the hand of Caflanrfer Ihould be vJ 
nemous and mortal to him, and he was perfwaded 
his heart that he Ihould die by thi* means, before th; 
ever he faw him. Always after that dream, wher.f.i 
ever Callander came into his court, and prefentel 
himfe ! f to him, he remembred when he looked upol 
him, that his was that pemiciods^face which he haf 
feen in his fleep. Notwithftanding, knowing th; 
he was the fon of Antipater, he drove all fear and ful 
picion away by his courage ; ever repeating Greel 
Verfe, which faith, that men mud not have rega'rl 
of dreams; although notwithftanding all that, thl 
poyfon was then prepared to kill him : And Men holf 
That be died by the hand of the fame Callander. * 
Of the Poet Simonides. 

T HEdeftjnies were more favourable to the PoJ 
Simonides, than to that great Monarch Ale| 
ander, who advertifed and counfelled him from abovi 
being afleep j and after his awakening, he took hinj 
felf tb this confideration. For affoon as the Shi 
wherein he was, was come to the Haven, and the/ 
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he found the Corps of adead man without burial ; h e 
[took compaffion On the Corps, and caufed him' to be 
buried. The nrght following he dreamed that he 
faw him whom he had buried, fore warning him that 
the day after hefhouV n tgo to Sea : Whereupon he 
flayed*at home on the Land, and his fellows (which 
would needs put to Sea) were the lame day all call 
away by a great Temptft that arofe at fea; wherefore 
he was very glad, for having had fo much credit to 
the dream in cafe of life, more than to a poor Ship. 
Afterward acknowledging this benefit, he made his 
Benefa&or immortal by his poetry-, building him a 
better fepuJcher, and which might make him remain 
longer.in mens memory, than that which he had built 
for him among the fandsof the Sea, in a defolate and 
unknown place. 

Of Policrates’s Daughter. 

h I ’ HE Daughter of Policrate Samius, the Tyrant, 

-*• dreamed that her father hanging on high, was by 
Jupiter wafhed, and by the Sun anointed. Afterward 
being overcome by Oretes, he was hanged on a Gib¬ 
bet, wafhed by the rain, anointed by the Sun which 
melted his fat ; fo that he feem ed thereby to be 
anointed. 

Of King Croefus. 

T Hat dream which at the firft exceeding affrighted 
the Soul of King Croefus, and always after made 
him very fearful and doubtful, was exceeding mar¬ 
vellous, and of great force and efficacy : For of two 
fons which he had, the luftier, which was bell en¬ 
riched with perfection of Body, and which was to' 
have the Crown after his father, he dreamed that be 
was killed with a fword: Wherefore to hinder (and ' 
if it might bej to divert this ill-luck, the good father 
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young prince, called.Atys, being before accuftome< 
to go to War, was by his father conftrained to kee 
the Houfe. Pie had a chamber furnifhed with all In 
ftruments of war, which his father made be kep 
from him : He had his guard well armed and weaponec 
with leaves, all which his lather commanded not t( 
.come near him. And notwithftanding all, thedeftinie 
made way for forrow and grief : For when a great ani 
wild Boar wafted the goods of that Country upot 
Mount Olympus, and flew many of the Inhabitant 
thereof ; behold the countrymen allembled themfelve; 
together, and made recourfe unto the KingCroefus. 
Whereupon Atys fo long perfwaded his father, tha 
he was fent ; and his father confented fomuch the ra¬ 
ther, becaufe the boar had no Iron about him, bul 
only teeth. But what followed ? Behold, asonerar 
fierce and hot after boar to kill him ('fee the inevitable 
luck which always waited the ruin of this young 
Piinc^) he turned upon him a fword, which was di- 
're£ted againft the wild boar : So died he niiferably> 
rot able"to Ihun theeffedl of his fathers dream. 

Of King Aftyages and Cyrus the fir/l of that name. 

A Styrges King of the Medes, grandfather by the 
mothers fide to Cyrus, had two dreams j the firl| 
whereof was that the l&dy, his daughter, covered with 
•her iflue all the Regions of Ajfia: By reafon whereof, 
-he would not marry her to any great perfonage off 
that Country, left the Kingdom fhould descend orl 
come to him or her j for he flood -in doubt thereof.il 
But he gave her in marriage to a man of a mean eftatel 
in the Country of Perfia. His fecond dream was,| 
that hefaw proceed out of the loinsof his daughter, ai 
'Vine, which by continual growth overfhadowed allF 
the parts of his Dominions : And therefore he com-ja 
itnanded that Cyrus which was bom of her, fhould bele 
thrown I 
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wn out and expofed to the wild beads, to let 
die. But he deceived bimfelf by his humane 
nfel and wifdom, fuppofing to hinder the felicity of 
lit: le fon, whom the Heavens preferved, as the 
m foretold. 

Of Amilcar. 

Milcar, colonel to the Carthaginians, when he 
had befieged Syracufe, a Town of Sicily, in his 
m feemed to hear a voice, which faid unto him, 
t the next night he fhotild fup in the fame Town, 
'oyful of t : is good News, thought that God had 
aifed him victory, put his camp in aims, thinking 
give an afiault and take the Town : But there fell 
Mutiny in this camp between the Carthaginians and 
Sicilians : So that thofe of the town making a 
den tally, took him Prifoner, aud made him per 
re fup in their town. So then much deceived of 
hopes which he conceived by his dream , he fupped 
the fame town as a Captive not as a captain, as he- 
d, his attempt pre-fuDoofed- 
Of Jlcibiades. 

Lcibiades dreamed that he was covered with his 
friends gown with which he dreamed he was co- 
rred, he was after flain by the people of Farnabafa, 
tcording to the appetite of Lyfandra. 

Of Queen Margaret. 

Ueen Margaret dreamed that Henry the French 
S King’s eye was digged out „• And accordingly a 
Enter of a fpear ftruck out his eye, of which wound 
died. 

Of a Country-woman. 

I Country-woman dreamed that (he was delivered 
* of a Moon, which fhined over all Britain. She 
b afterwards delivered of a daughter, was bought by 
|e wife, of the. Kings Herd-man, nurfing then the 
1 G 3 Kings 
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Kings fon : And fo they growing both to elder years 
the Kings Son married her, and had by her Ethelftone, 
a worthy King of England, whofe fame, like the 
Moon, fhined through Britain. 

Of two Arcadians. 

HP Hough this dream enfuing be longer to repeat 
■* than the former, it is worth/'ou r memory for the 
evidence and truth thereof. Two friends of Arcadia 
travelling together, came to Megara ; the one of 
them repaired to a houfe of his acquaintance, the 
other lodged in a Tjyern. The firft dreamed that 
night that the other praved him to help him again!! 
the,treafon of his hoft j and if he would make hade, 
he might deliver him of great danger wherein he was 
After which vifion he rofe, and fet forward to go t< 
this Inn : Afterwards by ill luck, he began to repen 
him of his purpofe, thinking it in vain to go fo b) 
night to fuch a Tavern. So he returned to his bed 
his companion was wounded to death by Jils hod, a; 1 .: 
and prayed him, that though he did not come to fav 
his life, yet he would revenge his death by all means 
Telling him, that his body was m urthered by his hoff 
was at that inftant carried right to the gate of th 
town, and there he found the cart which he had feei 
in his fl,eep : And after he had Bayed it, he layed hi 
hand upon the collar of this Inn-keeper, .followed 
the fiiit ; and the crime being confefled, the Inn 
keeper was executed by the fentence of death. 

- Of an Englifh Gentleman. 

T Shall fet down a relation given by an englifh gentk

.in as good health, to outward appearance, as any i 
man could be. j 

Another Relation from the fame Hand.

\ 'J Wo Men that fhould contend in gaming at Olym¬ 
pus, dreamed in one night that they were drawn 
by 4 fwift courfers in a chariot, where upon they 
both tepared to a prophet, of their acquaintance, for 
fume light before band what their luck fhould be; 
the prophet craftily cnnfiJering. that it was impoflible 
both thefe runners fhould have good fuccefs ; thought 
j to make hi- profit of them both, by the’cunning of his 
own devife and fly fhift in anfwering, till proof might 
afford him fo much credit by the gain of one, as 
difgrace by the damage of the other. To the firft 
therefore gave great encouragement and comfort, to 
hope, that he fhould. prevail ; becaufe (faith he) four 
liorfes reprefenting (in a figure) the team of Phoebus, 
could not but import allured Vi&ory. The fecond he 
dif.ouraged with fear, becaufe albeit four horfes ran 
before, yet hinifelf was laft of all, which imported that 
j lie fhould be call behind, and not get the wager, 
j Of Dion and Brutus, Platonian Phihfophers . 
r j ’ He death of Dion and Brutus were fhew.-d unto 
them, by horrible v.fions that appeared un: > them, 

I here are 
many that cannot abide thefe opinions, and do main¬ 
tain that thefe fights and evil fpirits do never appear to 
any man that hath right wits, but that they are either 
childrens fancies, or old womens fables ; but moft 
certain it is, that vifions have appeared, and that fome- 
times but in dreams, by the atteftatio.i of thefe philo- 
fophers, as well as by the interpretation of them by 
Artmiedorus.'

' and finding him hanging in the well, they reached 
i down a ladder, with a candel and lanthorn, but not 
able to get him up that way, they let down a Bucket, 
biding him put his right foot in it, and with his hands 
to hold faft by the chain of the well, they carried him 
to bed, having loft his fpeech, and opening his eyes 
very feldom, at length he began to ftir a little, and to 
mutter orth fr-me words, but vomitting exceedingly, 
the next day he came to himfelf, and told them how 
that night he dreamt that he was walking, and with 
ftumbling had like to have fallen, and that he thought 
he had been over head and ears in water.

So that I doubt 
not but either to preserve health ; or amend the lire, 
dreams may to a wife obferver, be of fpecial benefit ; 

I would neither depend upon any, to incur a preju¬ 
dice, not yet caft away, in a prodigal negleft and 
fcorn. I find it of one that having been troubled with 
the paining fpleen ; that he dreamt, if he opened a < 
certain vein between two of his fingers he fhould be 
cured, which "he awaking did, and amended. But 
indeed I would rather believe this, than to be drawn 
to practice alter it.

NE Ann Waters, enticed by a lover of hers, 
^ confented to have her hufband ftrangled, and then

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are fubje£t to be difcovered bv an y mans dream. 

1 ^ IN G James the fiftn of Scot laud, was a great 
enemy to the light of theGofpel, which in days 
brake forth in that Kingdom viz. about the year, 
1541, and out of a blind and bloody zeal, was heard 
to fay, that none cf that fort fhould expedl any fa- 
Vour at his hands ; nay, not his own fons, if they 
proved guilty : but not long after. Sir James Hamil¬ 
ton, being fufpecSled to incline that way, was falfly 
accufed of a pr«<£tice againfl the Kings life, and being 
condemned. Was executed j but not long after the 
King being at Linlithgow, on a night as he flept, it 
feemed to him, that Thomas Scot, Juftick Clerk 
came unto him with a company of devils, crying, 
wojworth the dav that ever lirnew thee or thy fervicej 
f\it ferving thee againft- God, and againft his fervants, 
(I am now adjudged to Hell torments : Hereupon the 
King awaking, called for Lights, telling them what 
he had heard and feen. The next morning bv day 
light, word was brought of Scot’s death, which fell 
out juft at the time when the King found himfelf fo 
troubled, for Scot then died in great extremity, utter¬ 
ing thefe words, by the righteous judgment of God I 
am condemned ; which being related to the King, 
made the dream more terrible. 

A N other vifion he had more terrible not many 
nights after : He thought he law Sir James Hamil¬ 
ton, whom he had caufed to Oe executed, came with 
a fword drawn in his hand, wherewith he cut his arms, 
threatning alfo to return within a Ihort time, and de¬ 
prive him of his life ; With this awakened, news 
was brought him of the death of his two fons, James 
and Arthur ; who died both at the very fame hour. 
Next year 1542. Being ovecome with grief !re died 
in Faulkland, in the 32d, year of his age, Archbi- 
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fliop Spotfwood’s Hiftory of the Church of Scotland 
A Young Man, whofe mother lived near London 
travelling into Wales, in the year 1636. when 
flaying all the fummer, he dreamed the 20th. of Sept 
about midnight, that he faw his mother fick in bed 
with the pangs of death upon her, and all his brothei 
and filters weeping and lamenting about her : Whic] 
affrighted him out of his fleep. Yet confidering it wa 
but a dream, he pretty well pacified himfelf and arofe 
but no fooner came down flairs, but the maid afke 
him how he did, he replied he was well ; fhe faid fh 
was hartily glad to hear it, for fhe dreamed that night 
that he was deftra&ed, and raved, and tore ever 
thing that came near him, and that fhe had been ver 
much troubled for him all night. This dream fhap 
pening the fame night) gave him fo frefh an occafion 
to reflefl: on his own, that he immediately fet d^'# 
in a book, the night, and hour he dreamed it, whic 
he well knew, by a clock in the houfe, that flruc 
one after he awaked. In November after coming t 
London, and going to his brother in Drury-Lane 
the firft news he heard was his mother was dead. St 
inquiring when fhe died, he was affured by his brc 
ther and filler, that fhe departed on Sunday the 20tl 
of September about midnight; which compared wit 
the memorandum he had written, it appeared to t 
the very hour he had dreamed that dream, which 1 
can never forget.
